Tellgata Nlght-Rlders. 

After many years of dincuasion laws 
were Anally enacted eni powering the 
counties to acquire tha roads. Th; 
ownors of the property aad the aaattr 
ty autboritles were in many Instaacss 
unable to agree upon prices for the 
property, and the impression was cre- 
ated that the owners were attempting 
to indeSaitely delay the ouuter of pub- 
lic owaershlK w to get exorbitant 
prices for the property. There were 
some thea, ,impatieat at the dtiays 
aad dickorlag. who eat ap the gates, 
terrorised aad ia some laataaoee beat 
the owaera, aad whop rsalatsd Ulled 
gatekeepeia aad owaera. 

As we aow look ealaly baek apon 
that dark ohapter ot history, we fall 
to find aa szoose fbr these outragei. 
TiToops aad deputy sheriffs were call- 
ed out to protect the property, which 
was uadoubt«^Iy right But the pub- 
lic peace was qulekcet restored by the 
speedy acquiremeat ot the roads by 
the ceunties. i 

These roads were not acquired in 
deference to the mob spirit, nor as the 
result of Its actions. They were ac- 
(lulrod as a result oka deliberate puc- 
pose, framed in pul)Iic opinion, crc- 
;ited liy years of |)r('vi()HM (ilsrussioii 
If conditions had been such lliat thv 
count ii-s and owners of the road.s 
could have agreed more promptly, or 
IcKisluiivc acts to autliori/.e the ac- 
quisition of ttiesp rouds had been 
more i iDiiipllv pusscd In compliance 
with th'- ovi i wbi'lintn? public il • 
niand. there is no iciism lo B\ippo-c 
that the mob would have had caiit;.'. 
even in its own iiilsnuldfd j'idgnient, 
to liavr ilcstroycii llic |iio| ciiy. Toil- 
ful '.-i hi\i\ i-\isiEil ii|><>n Oil- turnpil<cs 

111 ivciii iicky lor ttic bc'tt''i part of a 
century wiilmiii molestation. Year.. 
of discussion had Rradually ripened 
pulilic opinion into tho belief that the 
system was inherently faulty. 

LauTs Delay Caoee of VIelenee. 

After the matter had finally been 
enacted into law Rivine counties the 
ri.;ht to piirchaae these roads. It ap- 
peai-»"d pertiaps lo the more thought- 
less that tho law was inadequale lo- 
wacd.s k'vIuk relief. Th-.- imnitv ofll- 
clals In many Instances »cro iinriM 
sonable In thflr drniandu u|X>n ih<- 
owners of the iivols. or the owniMs 
were uiireasi)nal)lc in tbeii doniaiid.-< 
upon the counties, so that It was made 
to api ear to the inor ■ inipsiieiit that 
the law which iiad b'en eii.K'ti-l was 
faulty. The more radical spi.'it.< in 
the community saw In the situation a 
<lenance of the public will. Then It 
was that they began their deprt'da- 
tlous. That was the last uprising ot 
this class in Kentucky oatU the algh^ 
rider troubles In 1907. 

I have alr«ady described In a pr» 
vioua address delivered at Hopklns- 
viile, Ky., on the first day of May, the 
conditloas ealstlag In this state for 
maay years prior to Ihst dste, alfect- 
lag' the intereats of the tobacco grow- 
ers. Without repeating here minutely 
tkeaa eaadittoaa I deem It sufficient to 
reotfad yoa thai the culture of tobac- 
co had beea oae of the principal In- 
dustflee la this state eiace Its aeparv 
ttoa trooi Vtrglala. aad of their fath- 
ers befSfa them lor all of the genersr 
tloas traos laaHakosvp to (adepead- 
eaoe. They had foaad ia t|ie eultivsr- 
timi of tl^ esap the mo^ by whioh 
they sappUad the *ak*'d» OMlr aem- 
merolal aaeds. It WIH;t|w basla of 
their eatffsaey. a largS'^art of the lo- 
cal tax with whiah they dsfrayed the 
eapeaeas of the eoloay. tim tithes ot 
the adaiatera la the oataMished 
church, aad the rssaaasa wll% wUeU 
they paid the eeldlers of tha Mae In 
the Revolutionary war. 

Trust Eliminated Competition.

Prosecutions begim uader- the stat- 
ute of 1890 were coatesiad aa the 
gfaaad that tha sutntea had Iwen re- 
peated by the ooastitutioa. ¥he courts 
la tha ooatrary. ttUli there 
aa eaavletloas. aa« 'MK few 
proeeeatloas aadertakaa aa far as we 
kaaw.

The Droduoera were 
Mmt paid la most lAaoeas but lit , 
tie aiere thaa tha colrof production, j 
Whoa it was coasldered that the fer 
Ulity ot the sell waa balog aahausted 
by ralslBg - tobacco crops, ta a great 
amay lastaacea the prodocars were > 
paid evea less thaa twa oaatiot pro- 
dactkm. I 
Tobacco Is a crap 'which, from its I 
aature, requirea persoaal handling < 
and oare. But little aaaohtaery can 
be utilised ta its coltura and ^repara \ 
tion for the market. Coassqnenth 
one man can handle but few acres. 
The tobacco raiser became generally 
a poor man. He and bis family de 
vote their labor for a whole y6ar to , 
the crop, frequently reaulting in tils i 
recelviag less thaa 75 coats s day 
for his toil. 

Trust Reaped Profits. 
It waa finally disclosed th..t this 
single buyer and Its allies had ren; e>l 
and waa reapine the most eniirmous 
profits from tli:^ ' l i^s at business. 
The difference between tbe buyini; 
price and the selUnK price waa so ex- 
tensive that aa much as 60 per cent per 
annum was realized upon tbe capital 
of the trust, magnified by fictitious 
means" to-fMr times' tts'Tasr.^ue. 
In ottaor words, tbe trust rMlaed 240 
per cent upon its actual tavastments 
In the business. 

The growers, finding that the stat- 
utes against the trusts apparently 
were ineffectiye, undertook to appl.v 
the same methods which the trust 
had emploved. Legislation waa en- 
"acted in Kentucky, under the impulse 
of the public demand and In further 
ance of tbe public good, allowing 
farmers to lAol their crops and prod 
ucts, so as to present a more uatfed 
and organized body of sellers against 
the ualted and organized body of 
buyers, aad so as to tealiKe a more 
nearly reasonable value for Uie com- 
modity. The trust buyers at tbis 
point declined to buy from the grow- 
ers' aasodatloa, and la every way 
conceivable la tha art of euan*()g. ex- 
perienced aad appareatly eensdeace- 
less mea. backed by hundreds ot mil- 
lions of dollars made from tbe product 
ot thaaa peapla, sought to break 
dowB the orgaalaatloas of ths wro- 
dueers. 

Tou win observe thst these eoadl- 
tloas had beea aaisting for a full gen- 
eratloa. After ooasiderabte agUattoa 
la the puMIe praas aad upoa- the 
stump, saa tla ia a t was suflWHaatly 
araasad la praswa the eaaetmeal^-o' 
leglslatloa graadlag to the giu piari 
the prtvilega t^olr* eompetitor asd 
beea aajoylag aadlstarbod fof so 
long. Thea tha growers were met 
with the eoaoertad, combined, dalib- 
erata aad rwthlaat wthods of their 
competltar, la wUeh the latter, ua- 
deriook ao aad proclaimed that It 
would destroy the growers' organiia- 
tioa aad woald aot bay tbelr prodact. 
Thus tha irst aasaall was mada' by 
the tabaoaa Iraal. the buyer Mself 
aa aalasrfal argaaiaatlaa. fattealag 
by oalawtal mofai apoa tbe eWeat 
poverty aad hardship sf those wlhose 
labor produced tha lublect of the 
eommeree. II defied It. 

Orewers Formed Pool* 

In 1906 the gruweri formeit pools 
tn Kentucky, m well ah, m other 
state* growlnic the crop m whli-li 
tbey attempted lo gattiei li.to asao 
eiatlons of their own. rno prini-ipal 
supply of (heir crop* I'll, we who 
did not Join flndiiiK an iiapravud 
niailiet, look advttiirnK,. „t Hi,. Milua 
tiou to 4«ll a< ln<r<iit»pd pnr„. Th« 
tru»t refnsed to buy at aii ii.irn the 
grower* association*. im\ the grouni 
that they bad combined. .Not daunt 
ed, the ifrowers aaaio ponL^d ttieir 
crop of IMT. Again thesM wb i were 
not willing to ihart tbe ri*k>< and en- 
terpilR* of their neiKhbort, h*i.| aloof, 
and supplied, as fai aat ilit-ir arop* 
would go. the needs of tbo mist. 

In the midst of this miuailoa there 
occurred the mepioialile panic of I 
1907. Already two Vrops wera tied up i 
in tbe pools. The e'<>w«>r» needed 
the prut^edu from theli ri.ipn lo dis 
charge d«bta Tlivii • lejitojs, tbe 
mercliauta, the bank*, ware itresslng 
for ibe paynutat of tbslr dabt*. Tbe 
morchaau were belag pressed by ths 



wboteaalere aader the effect of tbe 
prnvatltttg panic. Tbe situation had 

be<<«>me acute In Kentucky. Neighbor 
was arra.ved airalnst neighbor in ar- 

rutnent %a to the utHfty and propri- 
ety of the nr<iwers a«soclelion 1. The 
trust ws« encouraging, with its 
money, agent* and arguments, these 
dispiitea. Ita purpose t)eing to destroy 
the uiiliv of the grower*. Nothing 
waa done In the meentlme by the 
goyernment of the state to relieve 
the latuatlon. Nothing was attempt- 
ed. Th* dlapute became more acri- 
monious and cotilinued to grow more 
bitter. A quarrel over a dog light has 
beea known to produce a feud rtm- 
r.liig ttirough many years. How much 
more, then, was it likely that so seri- 
ous a cause of quarrel among men as 
this quarrel twfween tobacco trust 
and the growers should festilt in bad 
feeling an danger, and flnallr In acts 
of violence' This nttuallon, already 
big with anger ami bad feeling, burst 
lato acts of unlawful violence. 

The question then arose what to 
do with the situation. That the men 
who had destroyed property rnd life 
should l>e punished, tbe «ol)er minded 
Judgment of most people agreed, and 
I heartily agreed as doubtless you 
did. That further ou'bre.iks should 
be pi evented as far as lay vvlt' ln the 
power of the offlcera of the Uw. was 
equally Imperative. Life and prop- 
erty and the peace of the (otnmiinlty 
must be preserved at all hnrards 
Still, there existed tbe cause of this 
traahia, 

Kairtaeklans Not Lawless. 

It is aot true that the Kentuckians 
are a lawless people. It is especially 
not true that the farming class of the 
■^tate are lawless In their purposes 
and Instincts. They are of 'he con- 
trary disposition. It must t>e apparent 
then that w-hen a quiet, orderly, easy- 
going people, such aa these, are so 
wrought up In tkeir feelings that a 
considerable number of tbem give 
way to their passions and Impulse of 
violence, that there must tie a deep- 
seated and long endured annravalion. 

I then held lo tie opinion, ami do 
yet. that it was not only the •I'oylnce, 
but the duty of tbe state goyernraent 
to as far as It lay lawriilly In I's 
iiower, remove the cause, to the end 
that ti.p public peace might be pre- 
s.-rvcd In the future, that our citizens 
inigbt be spared the fate of l>ecom- 
Ing feIonH;that property micht be 
saved from destruction; and tha? 
upon the restoration of normal condi- 
tions the great bulk of the peoi>le en- 
gaged in tbe business of tobacco 
growing might pursue It with proht 
and f ontentment. 

Was such hn Idea entertaln'-d nn 
my part a lawless Idea? Did It In the 
least S'luint at or connive with law- 
lessness? Did U In the least impor- 
tune tbe violent to continue their vio- 
lence? Is it aot always the legitimate 
end of government and a wise pup- 
pose of (hofe entrusted with It to pro- 
duce these conditions which will give 
the greatest contentment and pros- 
l erKy? T did then say in a public dee- 
iH ration which I made )m an oetesion 
which hss become menunable la the 
hUtory ot the state. Just how that rem- 
edy was to be applied, aad I dm hap- 
py to say to you now that I am eon- 
nrmed by the hoet of JudMal aad offl- 
< lal authority la this whole Isad. that 
there was enough force aad power 
and virtue ia the law to cope with 
the situation. I deelared thea, sad T 
new repeat, that ta the law, aad 'un- 
der the law, there was smple aad Just 
correction uf exist lag evils. 

Upheld by Supreme Court. 
Since I last «poke to tbe public on 
this subject the supreme court of tbe 
l.nltod Btataa has tound ludlcially 
that the tobacco trust waa of itself a 
iawif«4.<) oombiaatioa, aad haa been 
ihrnu^hout all theae asars ot Its op- 
pretdon; that Its pa rpa as was to re- 
strict trade lo tobaeeo aarsasoaably. 
and thst therefore It ahoa)d aa dts- 
bandod sa aa outlaw. 

And It was dearty withia the law 
thst ih» tohateo trust should be oat- 
■awed ta Kealoaky. bss a ase n was la 
tsath aad la laat aa aatlaa, aad that 
it shoaid aol oahr havw baoa fiaad. 
hot oatll it osased ita appreeelve 
methods It shoald be deaM sccess to 
Kentucky at all; that n should be re- 
quired to deal tairty aad squarely with 
tbe iobaoco growers of Kaatucky, or 
It should be required to remove its 
pre s s nee (ram tbe stsle so long as it 
continued the acgrsvaltag eaasa of 
vtoleace aad disorder. 

The courts of Kentueky have cen- 
slsteatly h*>ld that the farmers' pool 
waa a lawful enterprise: that it did 
not violate the oonatitutKMi tf 'h'!. 
*tst« or uf the llnltud Malett; that It 
was hmnde*! on the pupertefK-e of man- 
kind, sathorlied bv th« «-<s at the 
l«Kt*)star« of Kentucky, wd liutllied 

hy ttle ^rORB sod P<jplt KUd public 

ijpinlou Hut tbe 'XMirte at Keiiliicky 
w«nt furltier. preceding by tome three 
NeHcM now epoph-naaklUK opinion 

deliver.^ the othfi day by Chief Jus- 
tice White au<1 dtx'lai'wd 'hat com- 
>dnatir>i>^s wblch were oof iiiii>'Mkon 
able reiitraintB of tiade wm-e nut iiiv 
lawflii tn Kentucky, either aiider the 
alatutew of Kentucky or ef tAe United 
Status, and tbo courts ef Kentucky 
(leetuwfl that coaibinalloiie uf the buy- , 
era bed equal righu wtih the eom- 
biealtOM of tbe sellers, alao that com- 
blnattnns of tbe sellees had avaal 
rights miA the buyers. 

It fell to my lot to pea eaa al the 
opinion* ef the court at appeals of 
Kentucky deciaHng In SBiphstle lan- 
guage the principle which I hava Just 
announced, and which I am happy to 
dad la sustained by tbe last conclu- 
sions ef the supreme court of ths 
Halted ■tates upoa this sahlaat. 

^airtra Law Bafe^ssasaal. 

Whea I said then, and whea I say 
aow, that the purpoao aad aad aC ear- 



erameat Is to saforoe the law* eqeaV 

ly sad imparUally a«a)n"t »h« violeat. 
lawtoaa nlgbl-riders, and enforoe them 
also against tbe lawl«*i though not 
vIoVnt trust, was thst equlvolent to 
Baying that I favor lawlessnese' And 
whe«i I declsred that It was the piov 
luce ot government and It* duty to n» 
move the aggravating cause which 
provoked outbursts of violence In v.^l 
ooa sections of the state, at the same 
time Boylng that tbo speoific act* of 
violence should be punished, because 
tbey were unlawful, was this Juatlfiea- 
tlca of lawlessness In say sense? 

•at passlag this, I will now ssk 
yoar iadalgaaoa tor a moment to 
spsak aa to my persoaal aad ladivid 
ual rsoord apoa tbe queetlon of mobs. 

As a public official, acting as rom- 
Bioawaailh attoraoy, specially ap- 
polatod tar the parpoee, I prosecuted 
mipbafs ar a la KeatufiKy, and 
thai. H aa happaaed, ia a Republican 
oaaaty la tha slata. I prosecuted 
thaa ia tha aad af tha Uw. Uter I 
became a pablle oflMal by election, 
belag ehaaaa la tha aflea of county 
Judge at saa rtp.

First Official Act. 
My first official act was to convene 
tbe fiscal court In spe<-lal session, 
and cause reward* to be offered for 
llic apprehension of the inem'^ers of 
the mob and for their prosecution. A 
number of men were arrejited aa the 
result of this effort and were brought 
before me for examination. They 
were in every Instance held to the 
grand Jury without bail and were In- 
dicted and Uled. There I exhausted 
every means in my power to poolsh 
the membera of the mob. 

Since being a member of the court 
of appeals, the question arose in a 
case before the court as to the effect 
of a mob of which I have been espe- 
cially treating today, to wit: tbe toll- 
gate raiders. A band of these ma- 
rauders bad destroyed toUhoaaoa aad 
terrorized tbe keepers. 

The road had to be abandoned by 
the owners. Thea tbe county con- 
demned it aadar tha statates. Tbe 
questioa presaatad was the fair mar- 
ket value ot the road as of tbe date 
of the ooademaatioa. Tbe county in- 
stated that the valoa was ai it v*as 
found to be after tha atob had depre- 
ciated that value by Its destruction 
of the compaay's property. The Jury 
found accordingly. Tha eoort ot ap- 
peals reversed the Jodgaaent on the 
grooada that tha rardlel was Inad- 
equate, aad raatad oa ffProaeons ba- 
sis; that the mob waa a band ot fel- 
ons, in law, whoa It waa the duty of 
the county to dlsperaa. aad to protect 
tbe property from; that the public 
a-oald aot bo allowed to profit by tbe 
mob's lawless acU, but should pay 
for tbo road which it required as It 
t^e mob had aot existed. Ia short, 
tbaf th« la w woUn prtMhet to the last 
extremity owaers of tha property aot 
cnly from the direct act of tha mob, 
but from the indirect results. The 
oplnloo may be found reported la 117 
Keatucky ReporU, 674. and It fell to 
me to write that opinion of the court. 

Thus you will see that la three in- 
stances in my offlcial life, covering a 
period of more than 20 years, anl 
occurring at intervals widely setv 
arated. have I shown by my offlcta! 
action and conduct, which fortunately 
are mattera ot public record, my es- 
teem and my manner of dealing with 
tbe specific acts of 'mobs. I went so 
far as the law empowered me; I went 
no further be e a d ss 1 had aot ths 
power. 

Believe la Oauare Deal. 

I believe the average man is satls- 
Isd with a sduare deal. His idsa is, 
that is the end and purpose of al) 
law. And he Is not far wrong. When 
tha law falla hla; there Is. ta h*.s 
aUad. bat two courssa: either to 
"grta aad bear It or htek." When a 
great aaabar havtam a elailar griev- 
aaea flad that tkay; ara aat lattlng a 
squara deai< or INinavw thoy are not 
whioh aSada thato aalleaa the same, 
they kiek slaaltaaeoaaly. It aot 
eaoagh of thea ta make a ravolation 
they aaha a OMh. I ballava that 
bsaadly opaakiag, tha OMb aptrtt. as 
it la eallad, rarsly evtaoaa lisaV ex 
«epl aaiia fha baNeT that iba Uw u 
laadaaata ta radraas lbs aioag. a be- 
lief sMot alwaya slawly tasaMd. how- 
ever iwlfUy a a aaa t ed. Nat ealythat 
tbe law Is laadoquatOb sa Ihr as the 
ststatss aad offlslals are eoasemed 
taadequaU ta that the public, through 
aay legal ehadaal avaliable ta tbem. 
?aa ao) act. 

Tha baat-gaveraed people are telf- 
goveraod people. Likewise tbey are 
tbe best satisfied with tbelr govera 
ment It It Is pllsMo enough to re- 
spond proanptly to the pablle will, 
there woald be 
tieace st It. 

Leglsleturs Net Repreeeetetive. 
The belief baa been slowiy growing 
in this country that tbe legliletures. 
the people's only meana of saaetiog 
their will into law, are aot truly rep- 
reseoutve ol tbe people: that they 
are subject to rorraptlag laaoeaees 
too frequently: that through inattea 
tion, or tgSorance. or baaoaeoa, khey 
suffer tbe public's latereeta to be 
subverted to that of a tarered dass, 
who would eblaia through tbe law 
more than tbey la good eousrleace. 
aad uader a square deal were entitled 
lo. Hils belief is manifested la a 
number of ways. One, the toae ef 
the press, aad public ntterancea on 
the subject: aaother, la the reatrie- 
tloas placed upoa legislatures In late 
years by the coastltutlon, prahlbltlag 
tbe graatlng of speebU favors la leg- 
lslatloa. This apeolai leglaiatloa haa 
beea out out. but tbe iatarasts which 
would profit nevertheless by eajoylag 
laalty which the pubUe is aot al- 
ky 



legislation whieb weald eorrssi 
evil practieee. They do thie a tha 
main through the iaflueoee ad tha 
lobby— a set of .aatnta, polite and 
oomipting ajrents eaaplnyed «avecla»- 
ly to defeat legislation of a aature 
which I* aimed to protect tbe publlo 
from those who would fatten upoa It 
through unrlghteou* and exceptional 
privileges. The psopi* have fur years 
dlacussed and trl«»d to remedy tbia { 
evil In government. It haa, however, 
grown constantly worse. Many think 
there is no lawful remedy. 

The remedy is not alone to hang a 
mob— back of that, and la order that 
there should be no mob, and no pro^ 
ocatlon of one, tbe first wrong cause 
should be removed. Disband the 
lobby. Prevent Its harmful inflaance. 
Raetore to tha people their legisla- 
ture natraameied by the obetnictleaa 
of those who would make it aa ua- 
ropraeaataUve body: let the paopl* 
aaderatand that in that body, eatab- 
Uahed M a mpaas of expressing the 
public weal for tbe public good aad 
govenuneat. is safely veeted tbe law- 
aaklaff power. Thna let thea so* 
that thay aay ta Boaffdaasa thea rest 
tha aattar ol all reaedlal aetlaa ia 
provtdtag aaaaa to eoBaarra the pab- 
lle welfare aad peace and satOty. 
•ore DIsappelntment. 
I affirm that tbe legislature of 
Kentucky has for 20 years and more 
been a sore disappointment, in th«. 
main, to the public. There hava been 
notable Instances of high-minded and 
patriotic members ta that body dur 
Ing that time. But the dominant In 
fiuence haa been pernicious: It has 
obatracted wholesome, remedial leg- 
lslatloa; It has foiled the public de- 
aaad; it baa thwarted the public 
purpose; It baa grown to be called a 
roproach to tbe state. Thus has been 
formed.slowly but gradually, tha opin 
Ion In tbe public mind, that tbe law- 
making body was inadequate to great 
means of redress of pablle oppres- 
sion. Tbe opinion bas grown Into 
indignation aad deep dlstrast. There 
has consequently grown a ooatompt 
for law and a denial of Its efficiency. 
The remedy ot violence is wrong — 
is lajvstlflabla. Tbe true re-nedy is 
to raaova tha aeatroUlag cause. Ae 
the doctors Bfw aay. "Swat the fiy 
that spreada the dlaeafa." ' It la bet- 
ter thaa to have to treat the diaeaso 
whea it becomes an eruption. 
Should Have Power to Recall. 
If legislation aimed against the 
lobby Is not sufficient, then let the 
people take Into their own bands, 
whence all power of government orig- 
inates, tbe making of laws which 
their legislature will not enact, and 
the repealing and vetoing nf lawa 
which it does enact contrary to the 
public will and good. Then let them 
add the power of' rocalUng faithless, 
Inefflelent, negligent or corrupt public 
who fall in tbe proper dis- 
of tbier official duties. Then 
let them by direct popular action, 
conducted under a general law aad 
by public officials, select the aoml- 
nees for public ofllcaa, la a sutowlde 
primary, hold on the same day by the 
saoM oflkora. for all partlea. balloU. 
hootha aad oflleara belag (aralahad 
at tha public ezpeasa. Thaa lal 
elaet Ualtad lutaa sMatora oy 
popalar veto. Than add a conrapl 
praetloas act that will praveat oer- 
raptioB in eloAioaa. by praventlag 
tha gathering up or usiag of Mg aaa»> 
paiga tuadd: aake all oapdidataa aad 
party managero 'PubUsh balora aad 
attar Sections, prtaary and state, 
complete and .variflad aeeoaats ol sll' 
receipts and expendltnres, showing 
from whom rsoaived, bow muoh from 
each aad how expended. The asao sat 
should be limited to actual, nereasary 
and proper expenses ot advertising, 
speaking, ttavellag, postage, darks, 
and the like. If our publlo offlelsla 
are elected by 1>rlbery and eorruptloa 
of tbe voters; If when elected they 
aro subjected to the inflaaaa al a oar; 
ruptng lobby; It the msaas at oorrup* 
tion are furnished by special inters 
ests which are enjoyjng Immunities 
and unjust privileges from tbe pub- 
llo. how can you expect tbe public to 
have faith In their rapraaaaUtlM a» 
thetr work? 

Pavers Abellahing Lobby. 
I therefore favor aboHsblng the 
lobby, the notorious 'third bouse:" 
and If necessary to correct lU eril 
Iniaenoe, I woald have restored to 
tha people the power ot direct legts- 
latloa whea the people saw proper to 
eaerclea It. and teb power to recall
